To the average resident of Decatnr and 


other cities ot equal or larger size it seems 
to be a matter of almost supreme indiff- 
erence, as far as the supply ot good things 
to eat go, whether it rains or shines. If 
vegetables ot all kinds are not plentiful 
in one part ot the country they are in 
some other part, and so city people are 
suppled and hardly realize that the ordi- 
nary dweller in the country most first 
plant and then carefully cultivate before 
he can eat of the fruit ot hia labor. 


Decatnr markets are unusually well 


supplied with early vegetables and most 
of them are very nice. Very nice green 
peai dome from Mississippi and retail for 
COo per peck. Tomatoes that have been 
picked green and ripened on the way from 
Florida sell for about EOo per dozen. They 
are red and they are tomatoes, which is 
about all that can be said for them. New 
potatoes, very nice and large, are shipped 
from Florida and sell for 81 per peck. 


Turnips 
from Mississippi come in 


bunohea of four, with green leaves at- 
tached, and retail for 5c per bunch. Rad- 
ishes, nice and large, both ot the long and 
the turnip variety, come from Arkansas 
and Southern Illinois. A few are raised 
in hot beds by Deoatnr gardeners. They 
all retail for Go per bunch of four. The 
lettuce in the market ia mostly of home 
growth, and sells for Co per head or 
three for lOo. Nice, large asparagus 
oomea 
from Southern 
Illinois, and 


sells for from C ots. to C cts. 
per 


bunch. Some home-grown asparagus is 
in the market, bnt it is not OB large as 
that from the South. Beets of very re- 
spectable size oome from 
Louisiana. 


They come in bunches of three or four 
beets and sell for 15o. 
Pie-plant is 


mostly home-grown, and sells for 4o a 
pound. Very nice cabbages are shipped 
in from Alabama. 
They weigh 
from 


three to four pounds each and retail for 
5 oents per pound. 


Old potatoes are shipped in from Wis- 


consin and retail for 60 and 65 cents per 
bushel, bnt it is thought they will go 
higher, They are used mostly for eating 
purposes, as the demand for seed pota- 
toes is now about over with. Rutabagas 
are shipped from Michigan and retail for 
1 cent per pound. Spinach comes from 
Southern Illinois and sells for CO cents 
per peck. 
Sweet potatoes come from 


Southern Illinois and retail for 40 cents 
per peck. Oyster plant or salsify sells 
for 30 cents per bnnob, and, of course, is 
ot last year's growth. New onions are 
quite plentiful. 
Some are of home- 


growth, but those from Southern Illinois 
are the larger. Three bunches for 10 
cents ia the price of all kinds. 


Deoatur markets do not offer a very 


large variety in fruits nt thia season ot 
the year. Green apples are practically 
out ol the market, and the few that can 
be had are generally for eatiag purposes 
and are purchased only by the piece or 
dozen. The market is well supplied with 
strawberries from Florida, which sell 
from IGo to 25o per quart. It purchased 
as soon as they nre received they are 
quite good, bnt are apt to get mouldy 
and decay after a few days. Pmeapp'e) 
come from the Bermudas and retail at 
16o, 20c and 25o each. California oranges 
are plentiful, while those from Florida 
are about out of tbe market. Lemons 
are shipped from Messina and arc plen- 
tiful. The bananas now in the market 
oome almost entirely from South Amer- 
ica and the West Indies.

Lookout of All Union Work- 


men on Buildings in 


Decatur. 


Idle Men on the Streets—An Early 


Settlement Expected. 


Daoatnria to day experiencing tbe first 


general lockout atrike in her history 
aansed by the failure ot certain contract- 
ing builder* to employ none but union 
men on work now under way. Tbera are 
about 1800 worltiugmen ia Decatnr, en 
gaged in varioiu nooupationa, and nearly 
all belong to In'ior unions.
